Perfect racing weather prevailed at Worth 
yesterday, bringing out one of the largest 
crowds of the season at this popular track. The 
eport was tip top in all particulars, a few of the 
finishes beiDg of that close order that moves 
the spectators to the highest pitch of excite- 
ment.

The 
adjustment of the weights made the contest a 
very open one and it proved to be the best bet- 
ting races that has come off in some time. Cam- 
brian was made a 7 to 5 favr te. but failed to 
show to any advantage, fin. ling fifth. The 
winner turned up in Denman irmpson, which 
reversed suddenly from his our showing of 
several days before and ran a high-class race. 
As good as 10 to 1 could be had against his 
chances at post time, Cambrian led by a short 
margin for the first quarter, where he was 
joined by Odnor, the two running as one horse 
np to the turn for home, where both began to 
weaken. Along in here Federal forged slightly 
to the front and held the van up to the 
last eighth, where he was joined by Den- 
man Thompson. Both were ridden hard, but 
in the last one hundred yards Denman Thomp- 
son gradually wore Federal down and beat him 
out in & din£*doDg finish by r Bbort Deck, Od- 
nor finished third three lengths back. Cambrian 
tired badlv in the last eighth. Gonfalon fin- 
ished stoutly.

McChesney plainly demonstrated that he is 
the superior of all youngsters racing hereabout 
by taking the third race, & scramble of five and 
a half furlongs for two-year-olds, in the easiest 
manner poteible. Nellie Waddell, closely at- 
tended by I. Bamelson, showed the way for the 
first half, where ehe cried quits. 1. Bamelson 
then continued in front up to the final eighth, 
where he was challenged by Gallantne, bnt 
while the two were fighting for supremacy 
Wink field brought McChesney up with a rush, 
passing them as if they were tied and winning 
in a canter by two and a half lengths, Gallan- 



trie finally shook off I. Bamelson in the closing 
strides, basting him a length for second money. 
Miracle II. ran a fair race and was right there 
at the finish. I. Snmelson’s sudden awakening 
was edifying. Nellie Waddell’s race was far 
from her best form and if it is true ehe is not 
within weeks of a good effort. Jnlia Jnnkin 
ran far below expectation. 

Shut Up, after many unsuccessful attempts, 
finally won a bracket for himself, winning the 
day’s opener in a desperate drive by a head on 
the post from Lady Contrary. He showed great 
gamenese in th6 last quarter and stood a drive 
of an eighth of a mile. Lady Contrary was 
probably the best, but was the victim of a bad 
ride.
